DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 6-9, 30-33, and 35-46 are pending. Claims 1 , 30-33, 35-37, 39, and 
42-46 have been amended in this communication filed 5/24/10 entered as amendment 
with RCE, IDS, and Request for Extension of Time. 

2. The IDSs filed 5/24/10 and 10/19/09 have been considered and entered. 

3. The Drawing Objections have been overcome by amendments to the 
specification and are hereby withdrawn. 

4. The 35 USC 112, First Paragraph Rejection has been overcome by Applicants' 
amendments to the claims and is hereby withdrawn. 

5. The 35 USC 112, Second Paragraph Rejection for claim 1 has been overcome 
by Applicant's amendments to claim 1 and is hereby withdrawn. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/24/10 
has been entered. 

Claims 1, 6-9, 30-33, and 35-46 are allowed and now renumbered 1-21.. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Geiger, Godin, and Nahan. Geiger discloses a networked sales method 
presenting item information associated with an item on a sales screen to a user, Godin

discloses an auction with an end time, a starting time, a closing price, a quantity, and a 
product catalogue, and Nahan discloses displaying the item identifier includes an image 
of the item on the sales screen. Geiger, Godin, and Nahan did not disclose notifying the 
user includes notifying the user through a second network with a near-real-time alerting 
mechanism and notifying the user through a wireless network, and presenting the item 
information includes: displaying an item identifier for an item on a sales screen: and 
displaying a price box for the item on the sales screen. 

Jon Ketcham, Vernon L. Smith, and Arlington W. Williams discloses posted-offer 
and double-auction pricing institutions. Jon Ketcham, Vernon L. Smith, and Arlington 
W. Williams did not disclose notifying the user includes notifying the user through a 
second network with a near-real-time alerting mechanism and notifying the user through 
a wireless network, and presenting the item information includes: displaying an item 
identifier for an item on a sales screen: and displaying a price box for the item on the 
sales screen. 

Timothy S. Vaughan discloses a model of a perishable inventory system. 
Timothy S. Vaughan did not disclose a model of a perishable inventory system. 

David Lucking-Reiley discloses online actions with what is being auctioned and 
how it is being auctioned. David Lucking-Reiley did not disclose notifying the user 
includes notifying the user through a second network with a near-real-time alerting 
mechanism and notifying the user through a wireless network, and presenting the item 
information includes: displaying an item identifier for an item on a sales screen: and 
displaying a price box for the item on the sales screen. 
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Other Relevant Prior Art 

Sculler et al. (US 6,901,376); Bryson (US 7,596,509); and Brown et al. (US 
4,972,318). 

An extensive search was performed and no better prior art was found. 

For these reasons claim 1 is deemed allowable over the prior art of record and 
claims 6-9, 30-33, and 35-46 are allowed by dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
